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TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS 

OF  THE  PENARTH  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 

Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Evans  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1964 
drawn  up  in  accordance  with  Circular  1 /65  (Wales)  of  the  Welsh  Board 
of  Health. 

The  estimated  mid-year  population  of  the  district  as  supplied  by 
the  Registrar  General  was  21,350  and  this  is  the  figure  used  for  the  vital 
statistics  shown  in  this  report. 

I have  retained  the  Table  on  page  12  which  shows  interesting 
statistics  extracted  from  the  1951  and  1961  Census  of  Population, 
showing  the  change  in  the  age  structure  of  the  population. 


Births 

The  number  of  live  births  375,  was  only  two  short  of  the  record  for 
Penarth,  377  in  1947.  The  high  rate  is  probably  accounted  for  by  two 
factors,  the  genuine  increase  in  the  birth  rate,  as  in  the  country  as  a 
whole  and  the  fact  that  newly  married  couples  have  moved  into  new 
private  houses  in  Penarth,  from  Cardiff  and  elsewhere,  such  as  the  Celyn 
Estate,  Llandough.  Approximately  three  quarters  of  the  mothers  were 
confined  in  hospital  or  Maternity  homes  and  this  high  figure  for 
institutional  deliveries  is  fairly  common  for  the  country  as  a whole.  A 
detailed  study  would  probably  reveal  that  among  those  delivered  at 
home,  would  be  some  who  were  having  their  third,  fourth,  fifth  or  later 
child  approaching  or  exceeding  their  fortieth  birthday  and  would  as 
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large  scale  surveys  have  shown,  be  safer  in  hospital  on  all  counts,  but 
these  so  called  elderly  multipara  are  loathe  to  go  into  hospital  when 
they  have  young  children  at  home  and  difficulties  arise  in  trying  to 
persuade  them. 

The  annual  increase  in  population  in  this  country  is  about  0.7  per 
cent,  this  is  approximately  300,000  additional  citizens  each  year,  which 
in  terms  of  housing  requirements  would  be  equivalent  to  building  a new 
city  somewhat  larger  than  Cardiff  every  year. 

Young  women  born  in  the  immediate  post  war  years,  when  there 
was  a very  sharp  increase  in  the  birth  rate,  are  now  approaching 
marriageable  age  and  due  to  this  and  the  present  vogue  of  younger 
marriages,  one  would  expect  the  birth  rate  to  continue  to  rise  in  the 
next  decade  or  so.  The  introduction  however  of  the  daily  oral 
contraceptive  tablet  in  this  country  in  the  last  few  years  has  brought 
family  planning  within  the  reach  of  all.  The  use  of  this  simple  and 
almost  foolproof  method  of  contraception  is  much  more  widespread 
than  is  generally  appreciated  and  it  would  appear  to  me  is  going  to 
check  the  expected  increase  in  birth  rate  and  may  even  markedly  reduce 
the  present  annual  increase  in  population. 

Oral  contraception,  which  is  dependent  upon  the  female  partner 
and  not  a possible  feckless  and  inconsiderate  husband,  has  a secondary 
but  nevertheless  very  important  effect  in  the  improved  mental  well 
being  of  numerous  mothers  who  previously  lived  in  a state  of  constant 
anxiety,  dreading  an  unwanted  pregnancy.  Many  of  these  mothers  are 
well  aware  of  this  and  it  is  reflected  in  their  improved  attitude  towards 
the  rest  of  the  family,  with  a consequent  increase  in  family  happiness. 
A leading  obstretician  in  this  country  recently  referred  to  The  Fifth 
Freedom  as  “The  freedom  from  the  tyranny  of  excessive  fertility”. 

A few  County  Boroughs  have  concentrated  on  problem  families  by 
using  educational  methods  and  supply  of  oral  contraceptive  tablets. 
One  city  in  a three-year  period  managed  in  this  way  to  reduce  the 
number  of  annual  births  in  approximately  a hundred  problem  families 
to  about  25  per  cent  of  the  former  level.  This  policy,  pursued  on  a 
much  wider  basis,  could  have  far  reaching  effects  not  only  in  terms  of 
family  happiness,  but  in  terms  of  economics  by  easing  the  burden  on 
specialist,  social  or  medical  services  and  could  well  be  a big  factor  in 
reducing  the  number  of  problem  families. 


Infant  Deaths 

Eight  infants  under  twelve  months  of  age  died  during  the  year, 
five  dying  within  a day  or  two  of  birth.  Nearly  all  being  due  to 
prematurity  or  congenital  abnormalities. 
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Causes  of  Death 

I have  retained  the  Table  on  page  18  which  covers  the  last  ten 
years,  showing  the  gradual  increase  in  deaths  from  Carcinoma  of  the 
Lung  and  Coronary  Heart  Disease.  With  regard  to  the  association  of 
cigarette  smoking  with  Carcinoma  of  the  Lung  or  Bronchus,  I have 
noticed  that  one  can  now  not  infrequently  attend  a Committee  or  a 
small  meeting  and  suddenly  be  aware  that  there  is  not  a person  in  the 
room  smoking,  a state  of  affairs  which  would  have  been  almost  a 
phenomenon  some  years  ago. 


Accidental  Deaths 

Of  the  thirteen  deaths  due  to  accident,  four  were  car  occupants 
killed  in  four  separate  incidents. 

Of  the  remaining  accidental  deaths,  five  were  due  to  Pneumonia 
secondary  to  recumbency  following  fractures  of  the  long  femur  bone 
in  the  leg,  sustained  by  accidental  falls  in  their  own  homes.  Three  of 
these  were  aged  86,  87  and  89  respectively.  This  cause  of  death 
figures  consistently  in  my  Annual  Report,  on  an  average  two  or  three 
elderly  folk  dying  in  this  way  each  year. 


Infectious  Diseases 

The  incidence  of  notifiable  Infectious  Disease  is  shown  on  page  20. 


Tuberculosis 

It  is  noteworthy  that  out  of  the  twelve  cases  of  Pulmonary 
1 uberculosis  notified  eight  were  aged  over  45  and  three  over  65  years. 

I have  pointed  out  in  previous  annual  reports  that  the  “infector 
pool  would  appear  to  be  among  the  older  citizens  in  the  community 
and  I am  quite  certain  that  if  every  elderly  person  suffering  from  a 
c romc  cough  and  often  mislabelled  a chronic  Bronchitic,  submitted 
themselves  to  radiography  of  the  chest,  the  yield  in  new  cases  of 
1 uberculosis  would  be  most  rewarding. 


Bacilliary  Dysentery 


The  only  two  notified  cases  of  this  disease  were  from 
area,  being  notified  from  Llandough  Hospital. 


outside  the 
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Food  Poisoning 

Seven  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  were  notified  during  the  year,  these 
included  two  family  outbreaks  involving  four  people  and  three  isolated 
cases. 

One  family  incident  involving  a husband  and  wife  was  interesting, 
among  the  suspected  food  was  sliced  tongue  bought  in  a local  food 
store.  The  onset  of  the  illness  was  only  three  or  four  hours  following 
the  consumption  of  sandwiches  containing  the  sliced  tongue,  this  short 
incubation  period  being  indicative  of  Staphylococcal  organisms.  This 
was  confirmed  by  the  isolation  of  these  germs  both  from  the  cooked 
tongue  and  from  the  stools  of  the  victims,  laboratory  typing  of  the  germs 
showing  them  to  be  of  the  same  phage  type. 

The  causative  organisms  in  the  others  included  Salmonellae 
enteritidis,  typhi-murium,  heidelburg,  brandenburg  and  infantis.  In 
two  persons  the  tests  showed  a double  Salmonella  infection. 


Poliomyelitis 

There  were  no  notified  cases  during  the  year. 


Typhoid  Fever  (Enteric  Fever) 

A case  of  Typhoid  Fever  occurred  during  the  year  which  proved 
to  be  of  considerable  epidemiological  interest. 

The  victim  was  a little  girl  of  16  months  who  resided  with  her  parents 
and  an  octogenarian  Grandfather  in  a maisonette  in  the  town.  Routine 
investigation  of  the  family  contacts  revealed  that  the  Grandfather  was 
an  unknown  faecal  carrier  of  the  germs  of  Enteric  Fever,  i.e.,  Salmonella 
typhi.  Presumptive  evidence  that  the  Grandfather  was  the  cause  of 
the  infection  was  subsequently  obtained  by  typing  of  the  Typhoid 
germs  when  strains  from  both  were  stated  to  be  de-graded  Vi  strains 
and  the  phage  type  could  not  be  determined. 

The  Grandfather  was  admitted  to  the  Lansdowne  Hospital  as  a 
carrier  and  an  attempt  made  to  cure  him  of  his  carrier  state,  by  giving 
him  a course  of  suitable  antibiotics.  This  however  met  with  failure 
and  he  had  to  be  discharged  in  the  same  state. 

I had  several  interviews  with  this  elderly  Italian  gentleman,  who 
was  born  in  Rome,  his  father  being  the  owner  of  a small  hotel.  After 
suitable  training  he  became  a waiter  at  an  early  age  and  was  in  the  habit 
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of  visiting  various  countries  (these  included  Egypt  and  a voyage  to 
South  America)  during  the  season,  returning  home  during  the  off 
season.  He  was  able  to  supply  me  with  a complete  list  of  the  cities  and 
a record  of  the  dates  in  which  he  worked  in  them. 

He  came  to  England  in  1907  being  employed  at  a well  known 
London  hotel  until  1916,  when  he  was  called  up  and  served  as  inter- 
preter with  the  British  Army  on  the  Italian  front.  During  this  period 
he  undoubtedly  must  have  received  T.A.B.  Vaccine. 

He  married  in  Italy  in  1920  and  a short  while  later  returned  to 
London  where  he  worked  as  a waiter  at  four  very  well  known  first  class 
London  hotels,  until  his  retirement  in  1951. 

He  stated  that  in  1923  his  wife  became  ill,  was  admitted  to  the 
Fever  Hospital,  Fulham,  for  a period  of  two  months  and  he  was 
informed  that  she  was  suffering  from  Typhoid  Fever.  In  1936  when 
his  wife  was  only  38  or  39  she  was  admitted  to  a general  hospital  and 
died  following  an  operation  for  removal  of  the  gall  bladder. 

This  man  whose  memory  was  quite  clear  was  adamant  that  at  no 
time  had  he  been  seriously  ill  in  his  life  and  certainly  had  never  been 
admitted  to  hospital.  Enquiry  from  the  London  Borough  where  he 
resided  revealed  that  during  the  relevant  years,  to  their  knowledge,  there 
had  not  been  any  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  associated  with  the  hotels 
where  this  man  had  worked.  It  would  appear  that  he  was  the  unwitting 
cause  of  his  wife  suffering  from  Typhoid  in  1923,  and  similarly  forty 
years  later  his  grand-daughter.  It  seems  very  fortunate  during  all  the 
years  he  worked  as  a waiter  that  he  was  not  the  cause  of  a serious 
outbreak  of  this  formerly  dread  disease  in  the  hotels  where  he  worked. 

I thought  the  story  of  such  medical  interest,  that  I sent  a short  note 
to  the  Lancet  and  this  was  published  in  one  of  the  March  numbers. 


Preventive  Immunisation 

Details  of  vaccination  and  immunisation  procedures  carried  out  in 
the  main  by  the  medical  staff  of  the  Glamorgan  County  Council  and  to 
a lesser  extent  by  some  of  the  General  Medical  Practitioners  are  shown 
on  page  23. 


Health  Services 

A list  of  hospitals,  hostels  and  other  institutions  situated  in 
Penarth  together  with  details  of  the  frequency  of  the  various  clinics 
administered  by  the  Divisional  Health  Office  of  the  Glamorgan  County 
Council,  are  shown  on  page  24.  J 
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In  addition  Dental,  Eye,  Orthopaedic  and  other  special  clinics 
are  held  regularly  at  Beecroft  Clinic,  which  is  the  main  central  clinic  in 
the  town. 


Chiropody 

The  County  Council  scheme  giving  free  chiropody  treatment  to 
Old  Age  Pensioners  and  handicapped  persons  continued  during  the 
year  and  the  increased  demand  necessitated  an  increase  to  two  sessions 
a week  being  held  at  Beecroft  Clinic.  158  persons  were  given  treatment 
at  the  clinic  and  68  in  their  own  homes. 

This  service  is  much  appreciated  by  the  recipients  and  in  particular 
those  folk  receiving  domicilliary  treatment,  some  of  whom  are  house- 
bound solely  due  to  the  condition  of  their  feet. 


Swimming  Baths 

Six  samples  of  sea  water  were  taken  from  the  swimming  baths, 
three  Bacteriological  and  three  Chemical,  all  of  which  were  satisfactory. 

Atmospheric  Pollution 

We  have  continued  to  use  the  special  apparatus  sited  on  the  roof 
of  the  Paget  rooms,  to  measure  the  amount  of  gaseous  pollution  in  the 
atmosphere,  the  analysis  being  carried  out  in  the  Laboratory  each  month 
and  expressed  as  milligrams  of  sulphur  trioxide  per  100  sq.  cm.  of 
surface  per  day. 

The  highest  figure  found  was  1.27  and  the  lowest  .37  giving  an 
average  daily  of  0.74  milligrams.  This  figure  as  usual  is  well  below 
the  quoted  average  for  cities  and  urban  districts. 

A record  kept  of  the  days  when  a sulphurous  smell  emanating  from 
the  Cement  Works  could  be  detected  in  the  centre  of  the  town  showed 
that  this  was  noticeable  only  on  six  days  during  the  year. 

Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963 

The  above  important  piece  of  fresh  legislation  affecting  the 
Health  Department,  came  into  force  on  the  1st  May,  1964.  A detailed 
account  of  the  work  carried  out  under  the  Act  is  given  on  page  39. 

Nuisance  and  Danger  from  Exhaust  Fumes 

In  the  last  few  years,  increasing  density  of  traffic  has  resulted  in 
objectionable  smells  from  the  exhaust  fumes  of  both  petrol  and  diesel 
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driven  vehicles,  becoming  a serious  problem.  This  is  most  marked  in 
the  main  streets  of  our  towns  and  cities  particularly  on  warm,  calm 
summer  days,  and  it  is  not  uncommon  to  have  to  suffer  the  same 
nuisance  due  to  diesel  motors  in  stationary  trains  and  on  station 
platforms.  I was  not  surprised  to  hear  a person  state  recently  that  he 
could  always  tell  a man  driving  a heavy  diesel  vehicle  by  the  smell  on 
his  clothes  when  he  walked  into  a room. 

In  our  present  state  of  knowledge,  the  question  of  whether  these 
exhaust  vapours  have  long  term  effects  on  human  health,  particularly 
the  respiratory  system,  cannot  be  definitely  answered.  In  the  fullness 
of  time  medical  research  may  well  show  that  there  is  a definite 
deleterious  effect  on  health  and  possibly  even  a carcinogenic  one.  It 
has  also  been  shown  that  the  concentration  of  Carbon  Monoxide  from 
vehicle  exhausts  (the  same  lethal  gas  as  in  Coal  Gas)  may  reach  quite  an 
alarming  degree  of  concentration  in  the  open  air  in  densely  packed 
traffic  with  running  engines  under  certain  conditions. 

I hold  the  opinion,  that  the  time  has  come  when  drivers  of  all  types 
of  vehicles  should  be  exhorted  to  switch  off  their  engines,  most  certainly 
in  traffic  jams  and  even  at  busy  traffic  junctions  in  our  cities,  if  there  is  a 
considerable  wait  before  traffic  is  able  to  proceed.  This  practice 
would  be  of  immediate  and  probably  long  term  benefit  to  the  car 
occupants,  passing  pedestrians  and  even  those  in  nearby  buildings. 
Legislation  to  enforce  this  practice  might  well  have  to  be  introduced 
should  publicity  and  exhortation  fail. 


Noise 

Noise  has  been  defined  as  “a  sound  which  is  undesired  by  the 
recipient”.  We  become  accustomed  to  certain  noises  as  long  as  the 
loudness  is  not  too  intense  or  the  pitch  too  high.  The  roar  and  hum  of 
passing  traffic  can  be  tolerated  in  this  way,  similarly,  a large  variety  of 
noises  in  industry. 

The  biggest  offenders  affecting  the  population  as  a whole  in  this 
modern  age,  are  heavy  vehicles,  certain  types  of  sports  cars  and  the 
ubiquitous  motor  cycle.  In  this  pleasant  town  of  ours,  citizens  who 
may  be  enjoying  their  fine  summer  evenings  in  the  parks  or  esplanade, 
or  in  their  homes  and  garden  (if  living  on  a major  road),  have  their 
peace  almost  constantly  shattered  by  the  excessive  noise  well  above 
acceptable  standards  caused  by  motor  cycle  engines.  The  modern 
motor  cyclist  appears  to  enjoy  life  in  gangs  of  at  least  a dozen  and 
appears  to  regard  excessive  revolutions  of  the  engine  as  an  extension  of 
his  personality  and  it  would  be  appropriate  to  describe  them  collectively 
as  a cacophony  of  motor  cyclists.  I would  go  so  far  as  to  state  that  there 
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is  not  much  doubt  that  noise  nuisance  from  this  source  has  become 
unendurable  and  most  certainly  can  and  does  affect  the  mental  well 
being  and  thus  the  health  of  numerous  people  who  have  to  put  up  with  it. 

All  types  of  noise  produced  by  motor  vehicles  (slamming  doors  are 
exempt),  are  subject  to  control  in  this  country  under  the  Motor  Vehicles 
(Construction  and  Use)  Regulations  1955,  made  under  relevant  sections 
of  the  Road  Traffic  Act,  1930  (Consolidated  in  the  1960  Act). 

The  sound  of  a racing  motor  cycle  engine  with  its  fierce  accelera- 
tion has  become  an  intolerable  source  of  noise  and  in  my  view  is  now  a 
public  health  problem  and  must  be  taken  seriously  as  such.  The  noise  is 
enhanced  by  the  fact  that  numerous  motor  cyclists  think  nothing  of 
exceeding  the  speed  limits  laid  down  for  built  up  areas.  To  apprehend 
all  those  indulging  in  this  practice  would  be  an  impracticable  target  for 
the  police,  but  I cannot  help  voicing  the  opinion  that  apprehending  and 
making  an  example  of  some  of  the  offenders  with  heavy  fines  for  a 
repeat  of  the  offence  would  have  a deterrent  effect.  There  might  be 
difficulty  in  producing  proof  before  the  Magistrates  of  excessive  engine 
noise  but  this  should  not  be  beyond  our  modern  technical  know  how. 
I have  been  struck  by  perusal  of  a table  which  shows  that  although  the 
number  of  registered  motor  cycles  have  increased  almost  five  fold  in  the 
last  twenty  five  years,  the  number  of  prosecutions  for  excessive  motor 
cycle  noise  has  remained  almost  constant. 

The  Committee  set  up  to  study  the  problem  of  noise,  produced  an 
excellent  250  page  report,  which  was  presented  to  Parliament  by  the 
Minister  of  Science  in  July  1963.  This  studies  at  great  length  all 
aspects  of  this  problem.  It  seems  such  a pity  that  all  the  effort  and 
research  which  went  into  the  preparation  of  this  report  should  not  be 
utilised  to  the  full. 

Surely  the  time  has  come  to  ban  noisy  vehicles  from  places  where 
citizens  gather  and  hope  to  enjoy  themselves  in  peace  and  quiet,  such 
as  our  promenades  and  parks.  I fail  to  see  that  legislation  along  these 
lines  cannot  be  passed,  since  excessive  noise  as  I have  stated  is  a health 
problem.  All  local  authorities  should  support  the  Noise  Abatement 
Society,  whose  aims  are  clearly  stated  and  exemplary. 


National  Assistance  Act,  1948  (Section  47) 

(Removal  of  persons  in  Need  of  Care  and  Attention) 

During  the  year,  I had  to  take  action  under  Section  47  of  the  above 
Act,  after  consultation  with  the  General  Medical  Practitioner  and  the 
Hospital  Authorities  in  order  to  effect  the  admission  to  hospital  of  a 
feeble,  aged  woman,  who  used  not  infrequently  to  be  found  wandering 
around  the  town  in  the  middle  of  the  night. 
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She  was  aged  and  infirm,  living  in  insanitary  conditions  and  was 
not  devoting  to  herself  proper  care  and  attention  and  would  not  accept 
such  care  from  others. 

All  efforts  to  help  her  having  failed,  a Magistrates  Order  was 
obtained  and  she  was  removed  to  St.  David’s  Hospital,  Cardiff. 


Conclusion 

Finally,  I wish  to  record  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  Chairman  of  the 
Health  Committee,  to  all  Members  of  the  Council,  colleagues  and  lastly 
to  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  for  their  enthusiasm  and  loyalty.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 
Water  Supply 

The  town  receives  a constant  service  of  a soft  upland  surface  water 
from  the  Cardiff  Water  Undertaking  situated  on  the  Brecknock 
Beacons.  The  water  is  highly  satisfactory  both  in  quality  and  quantity, 
there  being  no  real  concern  regarding  the  latter  except  occasionally  a 
degree  of  economy  being  introduced  by  a ban  on  the  use  of  garden 
hoses. 

22  Bacteriological  and  three  Chemical  samples  of  water  were  taken 
from  the  piped  supply  by  the  Public  Heatlh  Inspectors,  all  being 
satisfactory  with  the  exception  .of  two  Bacteriological  samples,  which 
proved  satisfactory  on  re-sampling. 

A daily  check  is  also  kept  on  the  amount  of  residual  chlorine  in 
the  water  from  various  parts  of  the  town  by  testing  with  a Patterson 
Chloroscope. 

All  Penarth  houses  are  provided  with  water  direct  from  the  public 
water  mains. 

Rainfall 

Total  rainfall  for  the  year  was  29.43  inches,  rain  being  recorded  on 
160  days  as  compared  with  202  days  in  1963. 

The  average  rainfall  over  the  past  25  years  was  37.95  inches. 

Sewage  Disposal 

The  method  of  sewage  disposal  in  Penarth  appears  to  be  reasonably 
adequate  for  the  town  and  consists  of  five  sewer  outfalls  all  discharging 
directly  into  tidal  waters.  No  form  of  treatment  is  applied  to  the 
sewage  before  its  disposal.

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It  will  be  seen  that  by  the  end  of  this  year,  744  interviews  had 
been  given  in  connection  with  matters  under  the  Act  and  the  Council 
had  subsequently  dealt  with  144  applications  for  Certificates  of 
Disrepair. 

Apart  from  the  repair  work  put  in  hand  as  the  result  of  these 
applications,  a considerable  amount  has  also  been  executed  by  landlords 
following  the  service  of  “G”  forms  by  their  tenants  and  without  the 
Council  having  to  take  any  statutory  action.

Surface  Campaign 

The  number  of  complaints  received  and  dealt  with  during  the  year 
was  208  and  altogether  1 ,672  visits  of  inspection  were  carried  out. 

The  methods  used  for  rat  destruction  by  the  department  were  those 
laid  down  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food. 

The  main  surface  infestations  were  found  in  premises  where  a 
food  supply  was  available  and  difficulties  were  often  encountered 
where  poultry  houses  were  improperly  constructed. 

Many  visits  were  paid  to  business  premises,  farms  and  refuse  tips 
and  adequate  control  was  established,  there  being  no  major  infestations. 


Sewer  Campaign 

The  work  of  destroying  rodents  in  the  sewers  was  continued  during 
the  year  by  carrying  out  the  half  yearly  treatments  as  recommended 
by  the  Ministry. 

Each  treatment  consisted  of  baiting  with  0.025%  pure  Warfarin 
with  oatmeal,  Risella  Oil,  Castor  sugar  Paranitrophenol. 
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OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963 

The  work  required  to  be  done  under  the  Act  fell  into  three 
sections,  the  first  being  the  need  to  arrange  for  the  initial  inspection  of 
all  registered  premises,  the  second  the  need  to  arrange  periodical 
inspection  of  all  premises  on  the  register  and  thirdly  the  investigation  of 
accidents  or  complaints.  The  following  table  shows  the  number

A total  of  955  persons  (335  males  and  620  females)  were  found  to 
be  employed  in  197  Registered  Premises.  (These  figures  do  not 
include  those  premises  coming  under  the  supervision  of  the  Factory 
Inspectorate). 

No  extra  staff  were  employed  by  the  Council  to  carry  out  the 
additional  inspection  and  clerical  work  entailed  in  the  administration  of 
the  Act.  The  Public  Health  Inspectors  commenced  the  initial 
inspection  of  the  registered  premies  in  October,  and  by  the  end  of  the 
year  record  cards  and  registers  had  been  prepared  by  the  clerical  staff 
and  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  had  carried  out  the  initial  inspection 
of  100  premises.
